A^^D THE UREED OF MEHSIIS. 
BEAVEN, HETT AND 
AMISTItONG. 

• .'Xho articlcftriir yesterday's and - Mon- 
day's isSuSa.fif ;tho iSfduiMn/ wore svritten 
not sojuucli for the puriiuse of trying to 
cram into the public niiml tlio untruth 
that IVfr. Boaven hiia ii niiijoHty (for tlint 
\Tould be usuIksb), but U/ circulate tho 
more niondacious statement tliat at nil 
evontn • these political piratoa believe 
they have a mujority. It ia utterly falao 
that thoy have a majority. It ia equally 
untrue that they do not thoroughly know 
thoy cannot reckon upon more than six 
votes in the Mouse, including thoir mvu. 
Thoy know full well that the opposition 
are in ovorwhulmin^' force, and that its 
ranks are solid. Thoy carp and sneer at 
the judges — impute sordid nui''*"* ^" °P' 
position (nembera ^and, ^woar. that the 
country is with them 'while the House ia 
against them. The fact is they are re- 
taiiiiiiy otljce as uaurpera— their every 
action is, from a constitutional poiiit of 
viaWj illegal, and Ihuy do not hesitate for 
the sake of oflico to delay, to the disad- 
vantago of the country, the ruoeting uf 
tbe-Hodsoj the re-election of fresh minis- 
ter.i and tho duo progress of the neceHsary 
legislation. Tho quL'stion of tho Duniiii- 
iou lands, the drydnck and tlie island 
railroad should bo dealt with by tho House, 
before tho Dominion Parliament meets, 
but Sir. Ueavon no more cares for tho in- 
terests of the public in those respects 
than ho does foi; the traditionary man in 
tho mooD. Take the drydock for example, 
there is every ])rospt'ct of a fair lU'range- 
nienl Leinc; made for tho couRlruction of 
tliia wciik liy Dominion and Imperial 
aid without oxpenso to tho pro- 
vince. If such bo ' tho case it is 
iriininal neylcct to go on paying 
8250 to .$300 a day out of pro- 
vincial money for tho bungling work tliat 
is now being carried on. Tho dock in a 
necessity and must be constructed. It 
can be built, however, without crippling 
tho roaourcos of the province but such is 
not Mr.' Boa vSn's policy. Hois' sacriOc- 
iug the revenues of the povinceand if his 
hungling should continue it will be an- 
other eight years before what is now a 
badly made mud hole will become a grav- 
ing dock. Air. Beaven'a own friends 
ubndenii} him, for breaking the principles 
of represeniativo institutions. His own 
organ in Now NYestminster while admit- 
tmg defeat vhiiiingly blamos'its masters 
tor lack of vigor. It is not bo much a 
lack ,of vigor as it is that the welfare of 
the province is. being sacrificed to the scl- 
tishnos's of ' a few and that public opinion 
is ignored and "oasf to thc'winas. This 
RO called govornnient is in - no sense a 
people's govornrfieht. It is a one man's 
i^'overMment, and a woi-flo|autocracy never 
o.xi.sted. It in seltiahncss and vanity 
which aro at tho head of afl'airs; elements 
which are' so predominant in Jlr. Heav- 
en's mind that ho docs not feel tho crimi- 
nality of his viciou.s conduct. A nice ex- 
ample he sets to the risinff generation, 
viz. , that tho governing rules of conduct 
ia l^o\l and pelf. l\lr. McCreight, i\Ir. 
Walkem and Mr. Elliott eacii in turn 
promptly gave way when the semblance 
of tho waning'of'power was apparent. It 
has remained, however, for Mr. Beaven 
'who was elected at tho head of the polls 
by the votes of people of all shades of 
politics to bo tho first premier who si-ts at 
; de6ance conatitutioiial usage. 

AN EXPIRING KICK. 

In anotlier column, a report will bo 
found of tho applicationof Srr. Hott 
for an allowance of his appeal. It end- 
ed as was expected in ignoniin 
iouR failure, and what is more, with i 
the law Bo plain, wo cannot but ouspcot 
Mr. Hett . made tho motion ■ against tho 
a'dVice of'fiis'^cb'ttnsel arid at tho 'augge.s- 
tion of Mr. Beavob; that such a stop 
might bo efficacious in procuring delay . 
The attempt ia too transparent. Ah point- 
ed out by tho decision, the local legisla- 
ture had the sole right of trying provin- 
cial contested elections and no appeal lay 
from their decision. They could and did 
depute that authority — a peculiar juris- 
diction — to another tribunal, namely, a 
Judge of tho Supreme Court itnd declamd 
that ki.-i decision should bt' jinal to (dl in- 
te/i/.f mirf ^ni/'/iwe.s. The i'rivy Council 
hold that from audi a ti'ibunal tlieri; can 
bo no appeal. It is not witliin tho juris- 
diction of tho Parliament of Canada to 
mterfero in bucIi matters and they havu 
not done so. The Acts relating to the 
yuprcmo Court of Canada make no refer- 
ence to provincial contested elections, but 
do make provisions in respect of appeals 
m Dominion .'^coutiroyerted oloctiona. 
Throughout the Canada Supreine Court 
lleporta there is not an instance to be 
found of an appeal in a provincial con- 
tested election. The jurisdiction orig- 
inally exercised by the Assembly ami 
since deputed to an election judge is ex- 
tremely special and (to use the language of 
one of the En^h'sh judges}, " One of 
the obvious incidents or consequences of 
such a jurisdiction must be that the jur- 
isdiction, by whomsoever it is to be ex- 
ercised, should bo exercised in a way that 
should, as SDon as pussible, become con- 
clusivu and cncble thi: constitudon of tlie 
Legislative Asfetnhly to be diMinctly oiul 
apeulihj know)i. " 

Similar is the language of an eminent 
Oritario judge; " Tliat right (that of ap- 
peal) " must have its source in that botly 
with which rests the uUimato authority 
to preftcribo laws for regulating the dot; 
return of nicinbora." And again: "J 
think.,that. parliament intended to pro- 
scribe'a^iflethod-of. arriving at a final con- 
clusion in these cases with tho least possi- 
ble delay." 

ANUTMEH a HAND CANAL 
SOJIMME. 

In this age ol .- ■uderful engineering 
schemes, wlien mouutaiu ranges aro tun- 
nelled for the iron horao to ruah through, 
whoii arms of tho sea are either tunnelled 
jiudor_or bridged over, when almost im- 
rojBnqtrable'- deserts and jungles aro cut 
BUrou^h^Wiih canals, it is not to be won- 
dered at that the project is afloat, and 
entirely within the realms of probability, 
to connect t!ie Engli.sli channel from a 
•paint opposite Dover with tho Moditer- 
|r£&ean' ot Marseili*;!'. Another scheme, 
^Amfi'4he sanio objoc; in view, is to stixrt 
from near Bordeaux for the same city; 
tho object of each being to saYft'^'clrcum- 
navigating the Siiitni.sh peninstihV. This 
projected lino, .ilfnough but little lunro 
thfln-.hnlf-the longili of the oliic-r, ha.'j to 
o'vercoiiiB gro.ator physical difliculties on 
account of its close pro.ximity to the Py- 
reenean rango.' Tho longer, and of course 
much mora espcnaivo undertaking, meets 
with griator favur both in France and 



England. It would save the enormous 

marine of tho latter jiowor 1200 miles of 
a water strotcli, which includes tho pro- 
verbial stormy Pay of Biscay. 'J'his 
means a gain of many millions of dollars 
annually to (ircat Piritain alone, to say 
nothing of the marine of northe^rp Eu- 
rope. -The advantages that'^would iixrae 
to Franco iif tor tho completion of such a 
work would ho innuifnse. Paris would 
be tnade a scapurt and all along the line 
in the intorior of the country that is now 
more or less out ull'lrum water conununi- 
cation, largo maritime cities would 
spring up. It is said that no difUculty 
will he expetienoed-! in feeding such a 
waterway, as it would cut and divert a 
large number of streams tlowing north- 
oast into the Pliino and southwest into 
tho Loire. This grand canal scheme 
which by tho most favored lino of water 
would be nearly if not ([uite, 400 miles in 
length, in an almost southerly direction 
and by the shorter one about 200 miles 
in a northwesterly direction, has been 
well matured l>y French engineers of 
pfre.'U skill and ability, and the probabil- 
ities are that before long a syndicate con- 
sisting chiefly of French and English esk- 
pitaliats will he formed to carry it On to 
completion.

BBRESFORD ON THE WAB.. 

Lord Charloa TeUs Some Znterostinz 
Pacts". 

Lord Charles Beroaford, replying for 
"The Navy" at a dinner (jf the Cutlers' 
Company, said: The bombardment of 
Alexandria waa a very large aflair; it svas 
a much bigger matter than any of those 
engaged in it thought it would be, and it 
was also a considerably hugur alTair, he 
held, than the Egyptians expected. The 
Egyptians fought most gallantly, and if 
they had boon more practiced in the use 
of their yuiis, and had fired their smooth 
bores, our doctors' Hat would have boon 
greatly lengtlienod. Their round shot 
would have ricoliotted over the water and 
dainaged us in somo way; whereas llioy 
stuck to their heavy guns, and their shots 
flew over the aliipH. Thu heavy 18-ton 
guns of thu Inllexiblo had madu terrible 
havoc in the forts, making holes like 
chalk-pits. Whenever there waa a target 
like a magazine for our men to get thoir 
sight on, the efl'ect of their fire was extra- 
ordinary. Tho conduct of the Egyptians 
was astonishing, and thoy stuck to their 
yuns fur seven hours, or until they wore 
di.sablcd, and to give an idea of how 
plucky tliey were he would explain how 
ditiicult it waa to disablo a gun. ^Vlloro 
forts wore so well built as Fort Ada or 
Fort Meks, if a shot went into thu earth 
below the utl'ect was nil, while if a shot 
wont just over tho gun it hurt nobody, 
and thus to disable a gun became almost 
like pliiciiig a shot in tho gun from a dis- 
tance of 1,200 yards, fur it waa nocosaary 
to hit tho gun to Bilenco it. Lord Charles 
alao referred to tho services rendeied by 
the laiidiiiL' parties. From the 12th to 
tho IGth of , I Illy 370 men held two miles 
of lines against an army of some 9,000 
men, with a mob of ruiliana behind in 
tho city. lie could say thai of the sixty 
bluejackets and seventy marines acting us 
police there was not oiio who took olf his 
clothes during those four days. On Au- 
gust otli, during tho recoiinoia,sanco, a 
bluejacket, who was sitting on a rail firing 
at the oiieiiiy, was ordered by an ofhcor to 
coiije down and not expdse'himself. Hu 
retitarked that ho coultl^iseo so inuch bet- 
ter up there. Just then a bullet went 
through his hat, " That waa very close," 
was all he sivitl, and almost instantly 
another struck liini. Ho wa.s severely 
Wounded, but his only observation was to 
a incasinatc: " Well, Jack, they've got 
tho range." Speaking of the lessons to 
be drawn from the war, his Lordship said 
it was proved, in his opinion, that where 
forts and ships wero at all nearly equal, 
forts would beat ahipa.. 'I'ho great value 
of machine guns had also beon shown. 
With tlio Oatlings the landing parties had 
cleared the streets ot Alexandria aqd pro- 
vented Arabi returning; and if they had 
been allowed to land immediately after 
the bombardment they might have dis- 
pi^r.iod tho crowds laden with loot, have 
captured Arabi, Toulba Pasha, and other 
leaders, and saved the town; but tho gov- 
ernment had promised that no man should 
land, and they wero bound by the prom-

BSZE AS A WEAPOIT OF VTAS,. 
So\r.a Srnssi&n To'^ "was Savol 

., . [Loudon Globe.) 

- A few d.iya ago was celebrated, in the 
town of Bernau, in Prussia, the anniver- 
sary of u famous victory won by the 
townsmen of that festive place in 14.32. 
At that tune the Hussites, undor Koaka, 
wero besieging tho town in force, and 
there 'n-as little hope of holding out 
against the determined fanatics. The 
siege was raised by means of a very cu- 
rious stratagem devised by the burgo- 
master, who may bo commended as hav- 
ing turned tho appetito.? of the enoiny in- 
to a more powerful weapon against them 
than any number of more deadly looking 
arms that could have been manufactured. 
It seems that tho liking for beer was 
then as strongly developed among the 
poo[ile of the Fatherland as now, and the 
ditferenco of creed between the attacking 
and the defending armios did not imply 
any dissimilarity in their taste for the na- 
tional bock. But there waa tJiia essential 
ditforenco-betwoen the ono and tho other 
— that tho besiegers had brought with 
them no brow houses nor even any suit- 
able cauldrons for the making of their 
favorite drink, whereas tho besieged were 
in full poBssssion of everything that was 
required for that purpose. The burgo- 
master, accordingly, either gave orders, 
or at least made a suggestion, that overy 
broivor in Bernau should at once sot to 
and brew as much as he could of his best 
alo. Into thu vats was then introduced 
a sutiiciont quantity of well disguised nar- 
cotic, '.riio caaka wore packed for expor- 
tation and despatched in a long train at 
niffht from the gates. Thoy -were natu- 
rally seized by the thirsty Uuasitua out- 
side and thoir contents immediately dis- 
tributed among tho soldiery, Tho fol- 
lowing d.ay saw the latter all stretched in 
a more or loss insensible condition on tho 
ground, aud an opportuno sui tio by tho 
besieged ended in tho death or capture of 
nuisl of them, and the flight of the rest. 
Koska was among the fugitives who es- 
caped, but his saddle, which waa loft be- 
hind, was taken as a trophy and still 
adoina tho town hall of Bernau aa one of 
its principal curiosities.

As siddlei-s thoy 
nre s.t infinitely superior to ihe .^rabs 
th.-it it is a sliame to mention tliuni in 
the Htuno breath. There is .a cavalry, in- 
fantry, artillery, and tlieii the lancers. 
There is a sort of vicious look about theso 
painted sticks and little red and white 
dags that wo don't quite liku; and, if 
what wo hear ia correct, a good many 
Arabs would agree with us, only, unfor- 
tunately, they quit both soldiering and 
bearing loauiuony on tho morning of Tel 
el Kebir.
